CONTINUING MEDICAL EDUCATION (CME) 

AND RECERTIFICATION 

Beginning January, 1980 for the first time in history, practicing physi¬ 
cians in Ohio have to show evidence of adequate credit hours of Continuing 
Medical Education (CME) for renewal of license to practice. 

Undoubtedly, in the era of public accountability, with rapid advances in 
biomedical knowledge, it is vital for every physician to study throughout his 
professional life. If education made a physician competent in the first place, 
then continuing medical education should make for continuing competence. 

Patients want the doctor to care for themselves as well as their illness. 
A competent physician must have current, scientific, cognitive, knowledge, 
problem-solving skills to use the knowledge and excellent performance in 
actual treatment. 

There is much to be learned about learning processes. How does a stream 
of information go through our mind (brain) with most of the important in¬ 
gredients retained, reprocessed and sparked into new forms of ideas and 
knowledge? How do the brain cells and fibers handle all the knowledge 
that goes through them? Where to store it and why sometimes we lose track 
of them. As man goes into the space age, we simply have to learn faster and 
more efficiently. There are indeed many ways to improve upon effectiveness 
of different CME programs as we learn more about how to learn more effi¬ 
ciently. 

Recertification is utimately linked with CME. If CME paved the way 
to update physicians knowledge and skills, then recertification is the implied 
“Good Housekeeping Seal” of professional competence. In 1976 the Ameri¬ 
can Board of Family Practive made mandatory its members recertification 
every six years. This is the only group, as of today. Meanwhile other specialty 
boards have instituted voluntary recertification and have set target dates. 

Recently the grass root Ophthalmologists have rejected setting a date 
for recertification even though the American Board of Opthalmology is the 
first specialty board established in this land. Recertification is by no means 
without reservation among a large segment of physicians, and the arguments

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have been many: The important, fine tone of patient care, many skills, acces¬ 
sibility, availability, acceptibility, affordability, and continuity. These cannot 
be measured with the present method of certification. Also, it is foieseeable 
that Federal and State governments will likely restrict reimbursement of 
services to patients under government sponsored programs, to the individual 
provider with proper certification. Hospitals could insist on up-to-date cre¬ 
dentials as a requirement for continuous staff membership and privileges. 
It could also influence the final outcome in malpractice court as evidence of 
professional competence; besides many other side effects which could affect 
our profession.

ARTHRITIS EDUCATIONAL PROGRAM 

The Ohio Arthritis Care and Education Program is currently offering 
the following program activities: 

1. A one month mini-resident fellowship for physicians having established 
practice in family medicine, internal medicine, pediatrics, and/or orthopedics. 
The deadline for applying is November 15, 1979. If accepted, the applicant 
will be expected to complete the program by June 30, 1980. 

The course will consist of four weeks (20 eight-hour days) of instruc¬ 
tion with at least one week (and preferably two weeks) taken as an inte¬ 
gral unit.

Four one-day teaching site visits are offered by a comprehensive team of 
arthritis care specialists from various participating institutions, to interested 
medical facilities in Northeastern Ohio. Our objective is to reach the 
broadest possible population with a comprehensive team approach con¬ 
cerning diagnosis, treatment, and rehabilitation' of patients with arthritis. 

These visits are provided by the Ohio Arthritis Care and Education 
program and are available through June 30, 1980. No fees are required from 
participating institutions.

Dr. Anderson reported on the progress of the lawsuit. Dr. Anderson 
was requested to write a report to the membership in general. 

A budget for 1980 was presented by the Budget Committee. The mo¬ 
tion was made, seconded and duly passed that the budget be accepted. The 
Budget Committee made three recommendations: (1) that a $200 bonus be 
paid Mrs. Belsan for carrying the Medical Society office during Mr. Rempes’ 
illness; (2) that a list of hospital residents be sent to the membership and 
that members be encouraged individually to sponsor one or more residents 
as a member of OSMA, and that the resident be informed but the name of 
the sponsor not be published; and (3) a dues raise in 1981 is inevitable. 
The motion was made, seconded and duly passed that the recommendations 
be accepted.
